ascertain whether the man was asleep or
dead, but hastened back to town and ré-
ported the matter ta the police,

Drtectives Callaghan and Wilson were
sant to investigate and they digcovered
| the body at the place described by the hoya
The man was lying on hia left alde under a
tree, with coples of an Omaha evening
paper of last Friday and Baturday spread
under him. Near the body were two pint
flasks, one of which had contained whinky
and was empty, while the nther which had
contained carhollie acld had a few drops
left n It That the body had been thare
peveral days, probably sinee Saturday
night, the date of the Intest of the two
papers on which he was Iying, was evi
denced by the condition of the body.

The body was taken to Cutler's undet-
taking rooms by order of Coroner Troey-
nor. The dead man evidently was a la-
borer, but there was nothing by which he
could he Mdentified. There were no pApers
or marks of any kind on the clothing. In
the pockets wera found 516 In money, moma
tobaeco, a jack knife and two amall
pickets which apparently contiined medi-

INTERSTATE RATE IN EFFECT

Reduced Scheduole for Sale of Passen~
ger Tickets Operntes in
Seven Kiates.

CHICAGO, July 10.—New Interstate pas-
senger rates hetwesn all points in Illinois,
Towna, Missourl, Minnssota, Wisconsin and
North and Bouth Dakota were made effec-
tive at midnight last night. This reduces
interstate passenger rates to the bawsis of 2
conts & mile except In Wisconsin and the
Dakotas, where the rates are based on 2%
cents a mile,

The law recently passed In Wisconsin,
making the rate I cents a mile will be-
come effective Auguat 15 and rates to points
in that stite then will be further reduced
